tions last wj'fk—the worst setback Congress 
.has handed him this session—he admitted pri- 
vately that hi' might have voted the same way.

meeting with congressional chiefs, at which he 
was urged to withdraw the four nominations. 
These include Martin Hutchinson of Virginia 
for the Federal Trade Commission and Carroll 
Switzer for the Southern Iowa federal court.

They are good men, well quali- 
fied for the positions to which I have named 
them."

Aggressors Who Would Force 


A-Bomb's Use Are the Culprits 


By Bruce Biossat 


We won't ,use the atom bomb in Korea. But 


we \vould in a big war.^ So people once more 
are asking as they did five ycnrs ago: Is the 
A-bomb inhuman? 


Fr.om ' the moment WE dropped The Bomb 


on Khoshima in Japan, the cry went up in 
many places that we had committed a moi'iilly 
indefensible act, Many linked the new weapon 
w.th poison gas and still-untried germ warfare 
as a fiendish device tog horrible even for total 
war. 


Talk of outlawing the bomb .has been com- 


mon among statesmen and cab drivers. This 
year the Russians are seeking to capitalize on 
tnis natural revulsion that millions all over the 
world feel toward the A-bomb. In a widely 
circulated peace proposal, Moscow urges out- 
lawing it. But Russia isn't concerned with its 
"inhuman" character; rr.eiely with the fact o:;r 
atomic arsenal is bigger than hers, 


Arthur H, Compton, brilliant scientist v,Tho 


helped make the bomb, does not agree with 
those who put the A-bomb in a special category 
of evil. His'vievj'point is worth sober attention 


To him thi.; super-explosive cUIIcrs largely 


in degree rather 
than in kind 
irom other 


bombs. The A-bomb kills by blast, by intense 
burning, by crushing and smothering people 
under shattered buildings anc" other structures. 
Thousands die from the indirect effects of the 
destruction — fires 
that rage unchecked, the 


failure of vital city services, the loss of key 
medical personnel, and so on. 


But these same results, somewhat less com- 


pounded, can be achieved piecemeal by other 
bombs, The saturation raids on German cities 
and the famour B-29 lire raids on Japanese 
centers did vast human and piopcrty damage 
when taken together. 


Only death by radiation is new with Vie A- 


bomb. Yet at most peiliaas a fourth of ti-.c 
fatalities in Hiroshima and Nagasaki resulted 
from ladiation. Is this effect thcrclore sulfi- 
ciently deadly to support the claim that the 
A-bomb is "inhuman"? 


Compton thinks not. Pie docs not 
acknowl- 


edge any real distinction, aside from its ad- 
mittedly colossal destructive force, between the 
A-bomb and sther types. 


To single out the atom bomb for particular 


condemnation amounts to saying that it's not 
so bad to kill people in small bunches but it'si 
wicked to kill a let of them at once, 


To Compton it isn't iust the A-bomb that's 


inhuman. It's any bomb. It's war itself that 
constitutes a crime against humanity, Secretary 
of State Achcson was thumping the same point 
when he said aggression is the real offense. 


The Japanese A-bomb victims are r.o deader 


than 
the 
fire-raid 
victims of Tokyo or the 


citizens of Rotterdam who were blitzed by the 
Nazis. 


This nation does not seek war. It is firmly 


devoted to the practice of peace. In conse- 
quence it stands before the world on sound 
moral ground. And it does not lose that moral 
sta'.ure if another nation resorts to war 
and 


compels the United States to meet force with 
force. 


Once force is unleashed, there -can be no 


moral hair-splitting over the degree of its use. 
War is destruction. War is killing. Who dares to 
say how many people it is "moral" to kill at 
once? Killing a great many at once may actu- 
ally shorten a war nnd save millions of lues. 


The moral blame falls not on him who uses 


the most destructive weapon. It falls on him 
who first aims any weapon—even a rifle—with 
intent to gain by force.

of the parents

it is called to the attention of the 
parents.
